2.8. In claim 109, line 2, "oxidizing solution" has been replaced with 
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--the peroxide composition- (support is found in paragraph [0069]); 

2.9. In claim 110, line 2, "oxidizing solution" has been replaced with 
-the peroxide composition--. 

2.10. In claim 111, lines 1-2, the phrase "of the cleaning solution" has been 
deleted.
